VM-v HERE was , trouble in the house of the 
■ j! Pereyrases. 'For .some: time there had 
■™ been occasional outbursts of discord 
between parents and son, and these had- now 
culminated in the sudden disappearance from 
Buenos Ayres of young.

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TBB SALVATION ARMY IN FRANCE. 



Note. — There is held yearly in the " Parke 
des Ombrages," near Paris, under the name 
" Versailles Conference," a Congress, at which 
are represented the various Christian and 
philanthropic enterprises of women through- 
out France. At the recent Fourteenth Annual 
Conference there was an attendance of four 
hundred and fifty ladies, mostly from Pa -Is, 
some from the Provinces, and a few from 
other countries, 

Mrs. Commissioner Cosandey, accompanied 
by several officers, represented the Salvation 
Arrny. and read a paper dealing with our 
Women's Social Work. As the second speak- 



er of the morning, Mrs. Cosandey was ac- 
corded the best time of day, and for half an 
hour all followed closely what many pro- 
nounced the most interesting address of the 
Conference. It was the only one ascribing to 
God th ■■ glory for what is being accomplished ; 
and white Mrs. Cosandey spoke tears filled 
many eyes. Afterwards, the 'majority present 
pressed around her with warm congratula- 
tions, and asking sympathetic questions about 
the work. 

Mrs. Cosandey's paper was printed ,in Le 
Fenime, from which the following extracts 
are translated. 



UR Social Institutions are the natural 
outcome of our evangelistic work, and 
the actuating motives are summed up 
in those words of the Army's founder : " Go 
straight ,for souls, and go for the worst." 

We have found that, in addition to the 
comforts and counsels of religion, it is often 
necessary to furnish 
the outcast with 
means to get out of so 
sad a situation and 
re-claim a place in 
society. 

Experience has 
shown that iii num- 
bers of cases circum- 
stances independent 
of the will of the in- 
dividual — bad educa- 
tion, b £ d example, 
pernicious surround- 
ings, or a will so weak 
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Cosandey. 



as to be almost a malady — have led to thr- 
downfall. What was lacking at the critical 
.moment was the hand of a friend strong 
ehpugh to seize and hold the weak hand until 
the danger was past. 

Very often those whom the world calls 
fallen and vicious, bitterly regret their con- 
dition and earnestly desire to get out of it. 
But how? Everything fails I Society shuns 
them, very often, alasl with contempt; and 
they sir.k still lower into evil. It is necessary 
to create hope m these souls, strengthen their 
will, awaken and develop their better natures, 
and, in short, carry the weak ones until the 
moral organs can perform their own norma! 
functions. 

Let us reflect for a minute where we should 
have been ourselves if, instead of the tender 
care of an enlightened mother, good examples 
and careful education, we had been brought 
up by a drunker; father, or a prostitute mother 
inciting us herself to vice I 

Everybody who enters one of our institu- 
tions must do so of her own accord, with 
desire to. reform and willingness to submit 
to discipline. The same liberty given on ad- 
mission also implies to depantiire. Nobody 
is forced to stay against her will. 

No account is taken of religious distinctions, 
politics, or nationality. It is moral or phy- 
sical misery which claims our sympathy. 
Thus you will find in our institutions, Cath- 
olics, Israelites, and infidels I 

These women are uplifted by work. An 
irregular life quickly destroys the habit of 
work, order, and regularity ; but example, 
here, as elsewhere, is contagious, and little by 
little the habit is formed, and then follows a 
taste, and even love for useful occupation. 

It is our principle never to give alms, for 
this degrades 2nd 'humiliates the individual 
and destroys the sentiment of personal dig- 
nity. We aim lo remedy the misery by des- 
troying the cause. Above all, we set our- 
selves to conserve or create a sense of person- 
al responsibility in the individual. We seek 
to fan the divine spark which is buried in the 
soul even of the most degraded, and look for 
the transformation of these lives by the power 
of God. Facts, indeed, go to prove that 
■habits of truth, purity, honesty, absolute up- 
rightness and justice can be created in beings 
the most vile and miserable, when once a 



complete surrender to God's will has been 
■made. 

Under existing social circumstances it is 
more difficult to uplift a vnman than a man; 
public opinion so illogically condemns the 
woman who falls and yet continues to respect 
the man who is equally a sinner. 

In our institutions we seek to remedy this 
state of things. While studying the causes 
of the falls we deplore to have arrived at the 
conclusion that, beside the wrong upbringing 
and the advice of unnatural mothers, who 
too often push their daughters into vice, many 
women and young girls are led to seek their 
bread in this way because of the insufficient 
wages they receive for their honest toil. The 
fact is there in all its brutality and poignant 
anguish, and one must say with Victor Hugo : 
" Oh, do not insult a fallen woman. Who 
. knows under what burden her .poor soul has 
succumbed? Who knows how long she has 
struggled with hunger?" 

If all those who go out in the evening after 
a good dinner and look on their fallen sisters 
with contempt would think of that, what a 
revolution we would see! Awaiting this we

must act, and it is to this end we have opened 
the Popular Hotel in the Rue Fontaine-au- 
Roi. 

The Paris Hoteilerie for Women. 

We had no power to raise the working- 
woman's wage, but we could decrease the 
cost of existence by offering her the oppor- 
tunity of being lodged and fed at a price; 
within tlve limits of her slender purse, with 
better sanitary conditions, a little more com- 
fort, and, above all a shelter from temptation, 
' As you see, the object of the house is not 
merely a work of humanity, but also a worK 
of moral preservation for the woman who 
wishes to remain honest, and, though earninc: 
birt a modest salary, to avoid the temptation 
to seek tor more by questionable means. 

For many, unfortunately, the Hotel has 
come too late to act as a preventive of sin, 
but these sad cases only show more clearly . 
how much it wis needed. 

Some of our most steady lodgers are an 
example of this. They live now with the 
strictest wnnmv putting isidc will, care- 
any surplus, and one day, under the soft in- 
fluence of love opening the mother-heart, we 
learn that it is a little child somewhere in the 



charge 01 iosiev-paieiii.3 lor whom tnese 
economies are made. 

But the institution is more than this, praise 
God! It is a home to all who come. It is 
not simply an economical dwelling, clean and 
comfortable, but a place where a friendly 
face greets one with a smile on entering, and 
where the love of a sister or a mother is found 
to sympathize in trouble, and to listen to the 
heart's "outpourings in hours of difficulty. It 
includes the sweet intimacy of a family, the 
joy of feeling secure, and the liberty at the 
end of a day's work to enjoy a pleasant even- 
ing without running any risk. 

The Hotel was opened on October 15th, 
1901. It can receive 180 people, and is divid- 
ed thus: — 

Eight rooms, large and well-furnished, at 
$4.50' per month. 

A dormitory for fifty at 6 cts. per night, 
generally all occupied. 

Fifty small rooms curtained off, at 10 cts. 
per night, or 58 cts. per week. 

Sixty-nine small rooms with doors, at 73 
cts. per week. 

Three rooms at $3-75 per month. 
The majority of our tenants are the work- 
ing girls of Paris, mostly from the quarter 
called Belleville. They are workers in fac- 
tories, florists, dressmakers, and milliners — 
these we call the regular lodgers. Besides 
these we get young girls from the Provinces 
in search of work in Paris, or servants waiting 
for situations. These latter form the irregular 
lodgers, for whom, in reality, the house was 
not intended, but we receive any young girl 
who presents herself, no matter what her 
religion or nationality. 

On Sunday morning the Directress has 
family prayers, which nobody is forced to 
attend, but rarely anybody misses, and even 
during the week the lodgers themselves ask 
to have these little meetings. 

Salvation meetings are held every Sunday 
evening, independent of the family gather- 
ings; the girls also attend the meetings held 
at our nearest corps. On week evenings, 
around the lamp in the 
dining-hall, our girls sew 
or read ; others amuse 
themselves with family 
games. 

Besides the general 
moral progress made, 
some very definite and 
lasting conversions re- 
joice our hearts. Many 
a girl finds salvation and 
deliverance from evil, and 
a transformed life results. 
For instance, 2 young 
typist and shorthand 
writer was attracted to 
the institution by means 
of its philanthropic work, 
and was won through .1 
to the Salvation Army, 
ESB. which she admired 

, . though not sharing its 

laith. Quite an infidel when she came in, a 
divine work was done within her, and light 
came into her heart. She sought God first 
Oi ad foi the real spiritual life, and then de- 
voted herself to work for others in the Salva- 
tion Army. She is now a Cadet in the Train- 
ing Home, preparatory to becoming an oificer. 
..... t«at has been said so far chiefly con- 
cerns tne inmates of the room and small 
cubicles. Those who occupy the dormitory 
are of a special character, lhese are nearly 
all older women, for the most part banished 
irom society, and with rare exceptions be- 
cause of their own bad conduct. 

There is now one thing w e desire. That 
th.s family life, of which w e have been speak- 
ing, may be extended on a much larger scale, 
so as to bring sunshine into more such sad 
lives. 

Our Directress mentions also the necessity 
tor having a reserve fund to help special cases. 
Our principle is never to give credit, yet 
sometimes we find ourselves face to face with 
exceptional needs, and such* 5 a fund would 
eiirtbie u3>to yivc i'aa temporary heip requ.reu. 
We must, however, wait for this until some 
generous friend comes to our help.

French Rescue Homes. 

For the help of our sisters, to whom, a heip- 
in£ hand has not been given in . time, there 
are also our Rescue Homes. We have three 
in Francs — one at Courbevoie; near Par.s, 
one at Lyon, and another at Nimes. 

There is nothing of the prison or cloister 
about them; nothing to make one think ot 
the life of a recluse. Surrounded by a big 
parden, giving a feeling of the country, the 
pirls, in addition to a share in the housework, 
sit in, summertime with their needle-work 
under the trees. Here, or in the bright and 
spacious work-rooms, they make all kindsof 
underclothing for ladies and children, /with 
aprons, and children's dresses, which are sold 
at the houses of the friends of our work. 
They also undertake special orders for needle- 
work, such as trousseaux, etc. Nobody who 
looked at the beautifully; fine work done by 
the girls would think that some of them had 
hardly handled, a needle before coming to us 

Our:object. as you see, is not to shut up 
these girls 'for the rest of their lives, keeping 
a close watch on them lest they again fall 
into' vice. . yifith us they find, new surround- 
ings where they can forget their old ways, 
strengthen their energy, and recommence life 
on a right foundation. The , door , is open — 
without distinction of age, rank, position, or 
religious opinion — to every woman who will 
return to virtus and is "re^ared to help herself 
on to her feet, for of. course, even the influ- 
ence of her new surroundings is not sufficient 
to raise her .without her own effort. She" must 
enter into the struggle with' all the. moral en- 
eigy that remains, in her, arid call for help 
imon.Gori. the Creator, who can re-make the 
most degraded soul and give.it back its purity 

and- hfiaiity. 

Not only, have they to learn how to sew. pr 
wori,. but^thev- have generally to overcome 
iijeir disgust and dislike for any regular oc- 
cupation, which they'riave come to regard as 
making life insipid', and monotonous,.- j^-greaL. 
deal ot" love, tact, and firmness is "required to 
deal with. so. many different charaeters^g^ne 
of them so gross and incorrigible. _ Sp??? 

The rules are as simple 'arid as few as pos- 
.sible: . An atmosphere of_ .family life, and 
"jibeny- nils' the. house, the girls feel really at 
homej arid. their hearts are- sad when the time 
conies for them to bid adieu to their .ofSoafi 
and old companions. SH-; 

They stay with us on an : ave/age of s.x 
months; some then ret urnsto:- their relatives, 
but the majority go to situations as domestic 
servants. Recently one ©f'jyJHir. girls, really 
transformed, was able lo marry the father of 
her child. It goes without saying that this, 
is only encouraged when; tfle_young man is 
worthy i 

,' Hundreds of young girls have. fccen.resc.ued 
through our Homes, the first of which was 
opened in Nimes twenty years 'ago. This 
house' has jroom for thirty girls. That at Lyon 
for twelve.' That at Couibevoie for twenty. 
. The Orphanage, 16 Avenue Merielotte, 
:Col6inbes. 

• The word " Orphanage " brings before one 
a melancholy picture of children of humble 
appearance and sad countenance, quite with- 
out joy or attractiveness. But th.s certainly 
would not be the impression gained by a visit 
ro the Salvationist Orphanage at Colombes, 
with its joyous and buoyant inhabitants. 

The little girls in their red and blue" uni- 
form and the boys in sailor costumes with bi^: 
collars, have nothing of the appearance of 
orphans. More comprehensive is the name' 
borne by this Home before its extension : 
: " The Little Salvation Family." Indeed . ^ > 3 
the family spirit that reigns here arid wc seek 
to surround these little ones with thatiwhich' 
answers to the mother's kiss. 

The Orphanage came into existence at' Mas 
de-la Ville in 1894. In October, 189Q, it was 
removed tb ; Colombes, near Paris. To-day it 
contains thirty-seven children— -twenty-five 
'twirls arid twelve boys. With the exception of

Thousands of individuals commit, atrocious 
slaughter in : such a way that if any one o; 
the ten thousand slain were killed or maimed 
with intention in any one city of the civil. zed 
world, it would" be telegraphed ihe world over 
as an atrocity and cause a wave of horror 
which would voice itself in the press, demand- 
ing the punishment of the perpetrator of the 
crime. We would abhor the idea of letting 
the. murderer-go unpunished, and scorn the 
thought of receiving him with banquets and 
entertainments. Yet we make murderers of 
thousands and tens of 'thousands of y^ung 
men, and with frenzied enthusiasm 'welcome 
I'he returning fighters. Consider the incon- 
sistency of it all. 

The effect. of war upon the world is dis- 
tinctly re-actibriar'y as far as the advance of 
the moral conditions of humanity is con- 
cerned. This is an indisputable fact. The 
effect of the recent wars in .Sn<i!h Africa in 
Cuba and 'the Philippines lias been briu,.! Izmir 
oii Life >vlK>Ie. There are exceptions 10 ,he rul*, 
aS to any other rule, but on ihe m;;sjcs the* 
effect is .deteriorating. Th.s has been proven 
in the past, arid is proven to-day in the war in 
the Far EaSt.

The, week-end meetings re- 
sulted in twelve at the mercy seat, nearly 
$jlkj income, and a revival of interest, which 
rrceans that the work of the Salvation Army 
in Ottawa will roll on faster than ever before. 

Ensign and Mrs. Thompson, tosre'her with 
their aides, deserve very great credit for ihe 
efforts pltt forth in bringing the building 
operations to a successful issue. They were in 
hand, ' generally directing affairs in al! the 
gatherings, and together wi'h Ensign Slater, 
worked unceasingly for the sucoess of the 
opening campaign.

Mayor Ellis said: " Your chairman's words 
of introduction are very flattering. I came 
because I wanted to say a few words of ap- 
preciation of the noble 
work of the Salvation 
Army. In my capacity as 
Mayor, I know full well 
the value to the city of 
the work your organiza- 
tion does. The Salvation 
Army work has spread all 
round the world and has 
proved that the methods 
you have adopted are par- 
ticularly suited to the kind 
of work you do, reaching 
'he masses of the people 
who are not brought with- 
in the influence of otlur 
Christian organizations. I 
have read at d ff erent 
times of the immense 
work the Army is doing 
in England, cspecially 
London, and work, I am 
sorry to say, that hardly 
any other organization is 
taking up. In Ottawa la~t 
year, for the first time, the 
eiiiineil made a grant to 
the Salvation Army be- 
cause it felt thai il did a 
useful work in he!oi!v r 
iVieji and women whom 
none other helped. The 
grant we made it a token 
that we felt some indebt- 
edness to you. 1 hope the 
Salvation Army will con- 
tinue and, if possible, in- 
crease its work in this 
wav, and if it docs T fee! 
that it would have no diffi- 
culty in getting the city 
council to recognize it. 
There lis one thing about 
the Salvation Army which none can dispute, 
and that is its honesty and sincerity of pur- 
pose."

Colonel Jacobs, Chief Secretary for the 



Army in Canada, speaking next, said that 
during nine years it had been his privilege 
to be present at many such gatherings. There 
was, he stated, much public misconception 
as to the purpose of -the Salvation Army. Its- 
purpose was the salvation and elevation of 
mankind. The taking hold of men and wo- 
men of all classes and lifting them up wa< 
part of that purpose. The Salvation Army 
tried to make a religion where there was no 
religion before. The elevation of mankind 
was the- great issue at stake. It was a work 
that very few cared to undertake. It was said 
that the ministry is overcrowded. " But 
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I he New Uttawa Barracks. 

we're not overcrowded," he continued. 
"'We've room for lots of workers yet, because 
our. work is difficult. How do we do thl^ 
work? By open-airs irw-elings. But that's 
only a small part of it. If the people do not 
coni r e , to us our business is to go to them. 

"There is our Social Work* in ihe small 
Homes we. hav<> dotted hero ;md there. Of 
the women taken into these Homes 92 per 
cent, turn out satisfactorv. Then there is the 
Social Work for men. Everv penitentiary is 
opet^to us. In the past twelve months 'uckj 
men nave passed through our hands and have 
been placed in situations. The wardens say 
that very few of those who pass through our 
hands return to prison again. The Salvation 
Army people are specialists in this direction. 
Then, too, we are becoming specialists in 
immigration work. We say the Gov t rnm.n: 
doesn't know how to do il. The oniv thing 
we lack is ^ money. A? to our propcrtv. \w 
put up buildings becnu.se with them we can 
better crny on the work we have to dn. And 
that is the reason \yc put U r> this Ivii'd'.ng, 
and I'm sure you'll all agree' '.hat it's clian' 
substantial and su'tcd in everv wav for the 
purpose for which it is des'gned."

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(Note.— In view of the fact that Commis- 
sioner Coombs has been appointed to succeed 
Miss Booth in the command of this Territory, 
the following sketch from "All the World" wiil 
doubtless be particularly interesting to our 
readers. A life-sketch of the Commissioner 
2nd his latest picture will be given m the 
War Cry dated Dec. 3rd.— Ed.) 

It was the General who, long ago, said, " It 
all rests with you— you have it in your own 
hands; God will give you all that you go in 
for." Commissioner Coombs has not only 
kept these words in mind, but has made them 
the lever — the fulcrum being God's abundant 
grace— by which he has risen to his present 
high position of service in the Salvation 
Army. . „ . 

Not only in Great Britain, but in Canada 
and Australasia and other parts of the world, 
there are thousands of the Commissioners 
spiritual children, who bless the day he 
placed himself upon the altar and put God s 
promises to the test One of the finest tri- 
butes, indicative of the high esteem in which 
he is held as a leader of men, has lately been 
naid the British Commissioner throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, where he 
is held in affectionate rem€rn ' iraRC ^^y v X 1 "^ 
cers, soldieiS; iiid meiiuS. iuOSSsSuS ^"t",~ 
eaeerly rallied to his farewell meetings, which 
have been occasions of great spiritual help 
and blessing. ■ 

It was but natural that there should be a 
deep and general feeling of regret at the loss 
of so valued a leader, bat the loyai way iu 
which every Salvationist has received the 
news of so far-reaching a change is a cause 
of wonder to those who dc not fully under- 
stand the Army, 

What glorious memories must nil the Coni- 
rmssioner's mind at this season! Memoirs 
of crowded mercy-seats, with the glad sequel 
of long lines of happy recruits being enrolled 
under the blood-and-fire flag as soldiers of 
the Salvation Army. When he ponders over 
such cheering results as these he must feel 
fullv repaid for -he long night journeys and 
ceaseless to'.l in highways and byways no 
less than in the council chamber and office. 
The numberless week-ends away from Mrs. ■ 
Commissioner Coombs and their family— it 
is a very rare event for the Commissioner to 
spend the wcek-tnd within easy reach of his 
home— are as if they had never been in the 
joy of having do:ie so gloriously for God and 
humanity. 

We question wiether the Army s evangelist 
in the town of Wellingborough realized the 
full effect of his message when he one night 
tuok as his IcjuI, " Escape for liky ine ; look 
not behind thee, neither stay thou in all the 
plain ; escape to the mountain, lest thou be 
consumed " (Gen. xix. 17}. In that meeting 
was seated the lad who was destined by God 
to become one of the greatest soul-winners 
in the Salvation Army. That nignt Master 
Tom Coombs knelt at the mercy seat and 
obtained the assurance of divine forgiveness. 
This important step was taken on Oct. 3rd.

When the Commissioner is in a reminis- 
cent mood he can recall some interesting war 
memories of those early battles, for he joined 
the fighting line immediately after his con- 
version. 

Of the stress and storm of the fight much 
could be said, but we will pass it J>y, for, 
instead, we are tempted to yive the Commis- 
sioner's early impressions of events which 
have unquestionably helped to mould him 
into the manner of man he is. 

" I can almost imagine the Army Mother 
now," says the Commissioner, "when she 
first visited our town — her face the picture 
of gentle trust and sweetness, and looking 
so becoming in the early Army bonnet. That 
first sitrht of Mrs. Booth I shall npvpr f^gf*, 
neither shall I forget the earnest way she 
spoke— every . sentence was full of fire and 
zeal," 
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General made a powerful impression upon 
his eaeer spirit. " Imagine my feeing. '" 
remarks : " Those keen eyes piercing .!>■- 
through. I felt he had taken me 111 al a 
glance, and knew all about me. My young 
heart was drawn out to him. I remember 
the excellent advice He gave me. VVoui.i 
that 1 had followed it more fully! irom 
that hour God seemed to have a specia. claim 
upon me. Through His servant, the Genera , 
He had spoken to me, and bade me leave all 
and follow Him." . 

It was in a meeting led by the Cniel 01 uu: 
Staff that the future British Commissioner 
obtained the blessing of full salvation. Dur- 
ing that Sabbath night," he remarks, it 
seemed very hard to get sinners to the mercy 
seat, and the Chief threw himself into the 
hands of God that He might give him words 
to speak to those who professed to love Him, 
and were vet unsanctified. Oh, those words 
of power!' I, for one, sat and trembled in 
my seat. God was speaking, calling me to a 
full surrender. So deep was the conviction 
upon me that I had to rise and go to the front 
and yield myself fully to God." 

Two or three months later, when talking 
with the General, he was impelled to there 
and then give himself up entirely to the work 
so dear to his heart ; and to again use the 
Commissioner's own words. " I found myself 
one morning with all my little belongings 
packed together,] and starting away from 
home to take my first appointment as an offi- 
cer in this great Salvation Army." 
• At a time when several hundred Cadets 
will be leaving the walls of the Internationa! 
Training Homes for their first posts as offi- 
cers^ — among whom, doubtless, will be the 
two bright and promising daughters of Com- 
missioner and Mrs. Coombs — -it will be well 
to recall Tthe Commissioner's account of hirt 
first journey. " It was on a Friday morning,'" 
he ieiis us. " The iittie town where I was 
born, and in which I had lived, was sixty-six 
miles from the great city whither I was going-. 
Fortunately for n?e the compartment was left 
all to myself, and my prayer to God was sixty- 
six nriles in length, for there upon my face in 
that carriage I lay pleading that God would 
set His seal upon me, and make me the man 
that He would have me be, and that He would 
use me as an instrument in His hands for the 
salvation of souls." We all know how won- 
derfully that prayer has been answered. 

Though many years have elapsed since that 
notable event took place, and great things 
have happened in his career, the same spirit of 
ready obedience to his Commander-in-Chief 
fills his heart, and as he looks down the future 
tl.e words, " God will give you all that you

An umbrella Is the distinctive mark of the Cabo- 
ceers, who, in the present' day, exhibit an odd mix- 
ture of Original savagery and partially acquire,! 
civilization. The Caboceera have the great privilege 
of sitting on stools when In the presence of the king. 
Moreover, " these men." says Mr, w. Reade, " would

lumps of gold hang from their wrists: while hand- 
some girls would Btand behind holding sliver basins 
In their hands," 

In Aahanti, as In other parts of Africa, the royal 
succession never lies In the direct line, but passes 
to the brother or nephew of the deceased monarch, 
the nephew In question being the son of the king's 
sister, and not his brother. The reason for this 
arrangement is that the PcOpie tu-e sure that ih«ir 
future king has some royn] blood In his veins, where- 
as, according to their Ideas, no one can be quite 
certain thai the son of the queen Is also the son of 
the king, and, e« the king":; -wives are never of ruyai 
blood, they might have a mere plebeian claimant to 
the throne. Therefore the son of the king's slater 
Is always chosen; and It Is a curious fact that, the 
sister in question need not be married, provided that 
the father of her child ho strong, gcod-locklns. ar.-*. 
of tolerable position In life. 

Iri Ashantl the kins la restricted in the number of 
his wives. But as the prohibition fixes the magic 
number of three thousand three hundred and thirty- 
three, he has nGt much to complain of with regard to 
the stringency of the In^v. Of course, with the ex- 
ception of a chosen few, these wives arc practically 
servants, and do all the work about the fields and 
houses. 

The natives have their legend about gold. They 
say that when the 'Jreai Spirit flrot created man. 
He made one black man and one white one, and 
gave them their choice of two glftB. One contained 
all the treasures of the t. opics — the fruit trees, the 
fertile Boll, the warm sun, and a calabash or goid 
dust. The other gift was simply a quantity of white 
pri-. e <- tnv ««3 pess. The foTiiicr gift, vf course, 
denoted material advantages, and the latter know- 
ledge. The hlnck man chose the tormcr as belnsr the 
most Obvtous, and the white man the latter. Hene? 
the superiority of the white over the black. 

Conceding to the white man all the advantages 
ifi!:h he gains from hla wisdom, they are very Jeal- 
ous over their own tdvantagea, and resent all at- 
tempts of foreigners to work their mines; IX mines 
they can be called, where scarcely any Bubterraneoua 
work Is needed. They will rather allow the precloua 
metal to be wasted than permit the white man to 
procure It. As to the mulatto, they have the moat 
Intense contempt for him, who Is a " white-black 
man, silver and copper, and not gold." 

It has already been mentioned that more Btresa 
will be laid upon Dahomo than AshanLI, and that 
In ccihCb where manners and customs are common 
to both kingdoms, they will be described In con- 
nection with the latter. In both kingdoms, for ex- 
ample, we find the terrible " Customs," or sacrifice 
of human life, and In Aohantl these may be reduced 
to two, namely, the Tarn and tho Ada'. 

The former, which Is the greater of the two, occurs 
In the beginning of Honternhpr wimn tne »»"■ r™ 
ripe. ' Before the yamB are allowed to be used for 
general consumption, the " Custom " Is celebrated: 
i.e., a number of human beings are Bacrlflced with 
Hundry rites nnd cpremnnlep. There, -ire leaser R1C- 
rldces on the Adal Customs, which take place every 
three weeks, and the destruction of human lite la 
terrible. The sacrifices are attended with the hor- 
rible mUBlc which, In all countries where human 
sacrifices have been permitted, has been Its accom- 



From the mere existence of these sacrifices It in 
ovldsnt that the religious system of Ashantl must 
bo of a very low character. They are not utter 
atheists, as I? the case with some of the tribes which 



have already been mentioned; but they cannot be 
said even to have risen to deism, and barely to 
Idolatry, their ideas of the Supreme Deity being 
exceedingly vague, and mixed up with a host of 
superstitious notions about demons, both good and 
evil, to whom they give the name of Wodsl, and 
which certainly absorb the greater part of their 
devotions- and the whole of their reverence, the latter 
quality being with them the mere outbirth of fear. 

Their name for God is "Nyonmo," evidently a 
modification of Nyamye, the title which is given to 
the Supreme Spirit of the Cammas and other Oibea 
of the ±iemob. i:ut Nyonmo also means the sky, oi-. 
the rain, or the thunder, probably . because they pro.- ' 
ceed from the sky, and they explain thunder by the 
Phrase that Nyonmo Is knocking. As 'the sky la 
venerated as one deity, so the earth la considered 
an another, though Inferior, deity, which Is worship- 
ped under the name of " Slkpols." 

As to the Wodsl, they seem .to be divided Into 
various ranks. For example, the earth, the air, and 
the sea are Wodsl which exercise their Influence ovsr 
all men; whereas other Wodsl, which are visible in 
the form of trees or rivers, have a restricted power 
over towns, districts, or Individuals. 

The scrap of rag, leopard's claws, sacred chains, 
peculiar beada, bits of bone, bird-beaks, etc., which 
are worn by the Wontse, or fetish men, have a rather 
curious use, which Is well explained by the " F. R. 
G. s.": "The West African, like their brethren Ir, 
the East, have evl! ghosts and haunting evastra, 
which work themselves into the position of demons. 
Their various rites are Intended to avert the harm 
which may be done to them by their Pepos, or 
Mulungos. pnd perhaps to shift It upon their enemies. 
When the critical moment has arrived, the ghost !a 
adjured by the fetish man to come forth from the 
possessed, and an article la named — a. leopard'fi 
rf««\ peculiar beada, or a rag rrom the sick man's 
body nailed to what Europeans call the ' Dev.'l'B tree ' 
— In which, If worn about the person, the haunter 
will reBlde. It Is technically called Krhl, of Ketl, 
I.e.. a chair or stool. The word fetich, by the way, 
Is a corruption of the Portuguese Ireltico, i.e.. witch- 
craft, or conjuring." 

Their hell?? respecting th= Sm, or Kla. or soul of 
a man, Is very peculiar. They believe that the Kla 
exists befJre tbe body, and that It is transmltteS 
from one to another. Thus, If a child dies, the nest 
is supposed to be the same child born again Into the 
world; and so thoroughly do they believe thlB, that 
when a woman finds that ahe la about to become a. 
mother, she goes to the fetish man, and requests 
him to ask the Kla of her ruinr.. c hi!d respecting its 
ancestry and intended career. But the Kla has an- 
other office; for it Is supposed to be In some sort 
distinct from the man. and, like the demon of Soc- 
rates, to give htm advice, and Is a kind of small 
Wodsl, capable of receiving offerings. The Kla Is 
also dual, male and female; the former urging the 
man to evil, the latter to good. 

The Salvation Army Is now extending its mis- 
sionary work among the natives of Africa, and we 
hope in a short time that the Army will work great 
changes among the black tribes, bringing many to 
a knowledge of the true God and Saviour. 



OLD AND NEW METHODS. 



VI. — Furniture Making. 
How was It with the furniture? Take an ordinary 
wooden chair, used in the kitchen to-day, but In* 
choice possession of the. frugal 
housewife of sixty years ago. 
Then the chief labor- saving 
machines were the latne and 
the saw, driven by water- 
power. Even with these It 
took an expert four or five .fgj?$ 
hours to make a chair. One,''' -^^;

the modern factory. A czr.i- /,"-- 
Healed chair took about eight ,J' 
nourc work by nand. It IB V 
madc In the factory with lc3s ■ 
than seventy minutes' I:ibor. 
The cheapest kind of rocking- ' 
chair, with cane seat, required 
nlvteen hcura to make a hull 
century ago. seven are 

factory with the same work. 

Similar saving has been effected In other furniture. 
Formerly it took ten. hours" work to make a very 
nlnin kitchen tabic, and forty houin iur u cheap beJ- 
stead. Better articles come from the factory w.th 
a seventh of the labor, A plain bureau cost tn to 
twenty hours' woik by hand, and a woah-atand eight 
to fifteen houra. Only a quarter aa much labor goes 
into better pieces in the up-to-dnte factory. 

Take some of the most common household neces- 
sities, mlch as a match or a p!n. Fifty years ago 
matches wore made, .by- toahd. Under' the expert 
Angers of that day two people could make and put 
up two hundred matches In boxes in a minute — a 




wonderful performance considering that the only 
tools were the match-plane and the lever-knife. Th» 
modern rTKT.tnh-mn.klns: machine, requiring also tws 
workers, automatically cuts the wood Into splints, 
puts the complete matches Into bosea, s. hundred to 
?. box, nnd a 1 bo* drops from the machine every 
eceend. One person's work for a day produces now 
two million matches, while In former times It pro- 
duced only sixty thousand. 

ASarc Smith, the famcus ecoiiuinlst. a century 
and a quarter ago. held up the pin Industry as an 
example of .the benefit of minute division of labor. 
It *u a. marvel to him that one man's work !n a 
day turned out forty-eight hundred pins. At that 
time pin-making was a tedious operation. The wire, 
after being straightened, was cut Into pin lengths, 
the point was ground down by a file, and the bead 
put on separately wltii a coll of wire closed over the 
end of the shank and flattened down with a foot- 
press. The pins were stuck into papers with a 
clamp by hand. In the modern pin factory the work 
from wire to paper Is done entirely by automatic 
machinery. A wlre-straightener prepares the wire 
in a fortieth of the time required by Ihc old hand 
process. The pm machine automatically cuts the 
wire and putK on the pin heads and points. On*; 
person tends twelve of these machines and turns out 
In all a million phis a day. 

Extensive Improvements have been made In clock 
making since the days when the workman tolled with 
painful exactness to cut out each part by hand. The 
movements of eight clocks are completed with the 
labor formerly required for one. In making certain 
parts the gains are much larger. Once it. took a. 
hundred times aa long to make the pillars, a hundred 
and fifty times as long to make the staples for the 
slick-sprlnga, over two hundred times as long for 
the ratchets, over four hundred times for the pendu- 
lum stud, and over five hundred times as long for 
the guard-pins. 

Even wider differences appear In watch making, 
the complete watch taking about thirty times as- 
much work to make under the old processes. There 
Is a gain of over a hundred-fold In such operations 
as making ratchet caps, click-spring screws, and 
minute-hands; over two hundred-fold In making 
hour and second hands and minute wheels; over 
three hundrort-fold In completing third, fourth, and 
centre wheels; over five hundred-fold In punching 
iiV,iM ehe-l brass the barrel-bridge; nearly seven 
hundred-fold in punching pillar and top plates, and 
over two thousand-fold In punching balance-cocks. 
As many as a thousand different operations enter 
Into the making of one stem-winding watch, yet 
the equivalent of one man's work for eight or nine 
hours will make the movements, and three nr r«,,,- 
more — twelve hours In all — wll! enclose the work"? 
In a gold case.

In 
rreneral the larger ones are light In !h^ r::W-:V,=_ and 
red in the -circumference, while the smaller onea arc 
pale red. The rash may also appear In the ahape of 
stripes, either otralglit or In a seipentine shape. 
These -t jlpea itch Intensely, and may be accom- 
panied by some burning pain.
